(dementia). SEROQUEL XR is not approved for 
treating psychosis in the elderly with dementia, 
Risk of suicidal thoughts or actions: 
Antidepressant medicines, depression and other 
serious mental illnesses, and suicidal thoughts 
or actions: 

1. Antidepressant medicines may increase suicidal 
thoughts or actions in some children, teenagers, 
and young adults within the first few months of 
treatment.

LOST 
SIGNS OFF 


After six seasons of mind-bending mystery, Lost came to a dramatic 
and controversial end. Doc Jensen offers some final reflections and 
describes the mood on the set as the cast shot their final group scene. 


A wedding. That’s what I 
was told to expect when 
I visited the set of the final 
episode of Lost in April. 
My mad mind—which had 
spent six seasons investi- 
gating the mysteries of the 
ABC crypto-drama about 
castaways trapped on one 
seriously trippy tropical 
island—buzzed with possi- 
bilities. Whose wedding? 
Jack and Kate? Desmond 
and Penny? Creepy little 
Aaron and orphaned Ji Yeon 
all grown up? As I reached 
to open the doors of the 
church and bear witness to 
the secret within, I felt an 
electric thrill of anticipation: 
What was I about to see? 
Well, it wasn’t a wedding. 
That was just the cover story 
the production had invented 
to fool the spoiler stalkers— 
aruse that even included a 
woman hanging around the 
set in a wedding dress. The 
truth was far stranger. And 
one month later on May 23, 
when it was shared with the 
world in Lost’s final minutes, 
it would move many viewers

to tears...and incite others to 
Areyoukiddingme?! outrage. 
Even now, months after 
Jack (Matthew Fox) and his 
eternally bonded community 
of souls disappeared into the 
Great Wide WHAD (What- 
ever Happens After Death), 
Lost fans are still coming to 
grips with the implications 
and ambiguity of it all. “The 
End” was about “letting 
go.” Yet for those who took 
Lost seriously—or way too 
seriously—moving on is still 
a work in progress. (Elisa- 
beth Kiibler-Ross said it 
took five stages, after all.) 


“That was 
quite a night,” 
says Josh 
Holloway.

ang out, 
work with every- 
body, and say 
our goodbyes.” 


But on that night in April, 
with the cast and producers 
(including showrunners 
Carlton Cuse and Damon 
Lindelof) gathered together 
inside the chapel at the 
Sacred Hearts Academy in 
Honolulu, a sense of closure 
permeated the proceedings. 
The presence of old friends 
such as Dominic Monaghan 
(Charlie), Maggie Grace 
(Shannon), and Elizabeth 
Mitchell (Juliet) helped. All 
of the actors came to work 
knowing it would be the last 
scene they would shoot 
together as a group. (Did I 
see the revelry in the trailers? 
No. But I certainly heard it.) 
However, none of them had 
been told the significance 
of the scene itself, specifi- 
cally its relevance to the 
sixth season’s Sideways 
world. Only two actors 
knew the truth. Days earlier, 
Matthew Fox and John 
Terry (Jack’s dad, Christian) 
had shot a scene not 
included in the scripts given 
to the other cast members— 
the moment in which 


Christian explained to 
Jack that the Sideways 
characters were actually 
dead, and the Sideways 
world itself wasn’t an 
alternate reality, but an 
ephemeral place (limbo? 
psychological construc- 
tion?) from which they’d 
meet, reflect, and move 
into the afterlife. Prior to 
rolling film, the producers 
offered to provide each of 
them with more explana- 
tion if they wanted it, but 
none of them asked. “I just 
played it like I felt it,” recalls 
Josh Holloway (Sawyer). “I 
was like, ‘Don’t tell me! I 
want to watch it with every- 
one else!’” Still, as Lindelof 
told Fox during a private 
moment: “They must know. 
They must have an inkling.”

By the following morning, 
they probably did. The work 
began with the hugging— 
the outbreak of joyous affec- 
tion that followed Jack’s 
entry into the sanctuary. 
Given the high spirits, the 
Ilove you, man! energy was 
easy to muster. On screen, 
it played as a Jack-centric 
moment. In person, the 
embracing, handshaking, 
and even kissing felt like a 
celebration of Lost’s inclu- 
sive humanism, as well as its 
ensemble strength. Director 
Jack Bender’s instruction 
spoke to the art-imitating- 
life of it all: “Guys, enjoy this. 
It’s not going to happen 
again.” Then they shot “the 
light”—the otherworldly 
radiance that envelops the 
castaways and spirits them 


away. Some of their smiles 
could possibly be attributed 
to Bender’s direction: 
“Something’s coming. It’s 
the greatest gift you’ve 
ever been given...almost as 
good as catering.” Between 
takes: singing—a down- 
time tradition dating back 
to the pilot. Terry O’Quinn 
(Locke)—“Purple Rain.” 
Ian Somerhalder (Boone), 
on loan for the weekend 
from The Vampire Diaries— 
“Hallelujah.” And all night 
long: tears, no more so than 
after the final shot, and the 
final thank-you speeches 
from Bender, Cuse, and 
Lindelof that came at the 
literal crack of dawn. “That 
was quite a night,” says 
Holloway. “It was quite a 
wonderful experience to 


hang out, work with every- 
body, and say our goodbyes. 
But my God, was it long! I 
am not a night-shoot guy.” 
Did I regret being 
spoiled? Yes and no. For 
me, Lost was never about 
waiting for “answers” to 
redeem my investment of 
time; it was about the week- 
to-week journey of discovery 
and thrill of intellectual 
activation. Knowing the 
ultimate destination dimin- 
ished some of that fun. 
But given the exceptional 
privilege and emotional 
richness of the experience, 
I'd say it was a fair trade. 
As I continue to sort 
through my thoughts 
about the episode itself, 
I find myself thinking a lot 
about something Jorge 


Garcia (Hurley) uttered 
that night. “Well, it’s defi- 
nitely a choice, isn’t it? A 
bold choice,” he said, “and 
that’s what I love about it 
the most.”

Whether you were 
left fulfilled or wanting, 
whether you thought “The 
End” was artful or artless, 
Lost got to do something

From Pandora to Wonderland to Narnia, 
3-D both scored and bored in 2010 


This year, moviegoers saw 
any number of sights unfurl 
before their eyes in all their 
three-dimensional glory. 
Bloodthirsty piranhas. Ani- 
mated dragons. Vengeful 
Greek deities. Jackass cast 
members’, well, members. 
Yet surprisingly, the latest 
installment in one of the 
biggest movie franchises of 


all time—the Harry Potter 
series—remained stuck in 
oldfangled 2-D. Just weeks 
before the release of Harry 
Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows—Part 1, Warner 
Bros. announced it was can- 
celing its plans to release 
the film in 3-D. Apparently

the 3-D conversion process 
enough to get the film 
ready in time. 

Ina way, the fate of Deathly 
Hallows sums up the rather 
confounding, herky-jerky 
evolution of 3-D movies in 
2010, a year that started with 
breathless talk of a cinematic 
revolution and ends with a 
state of uncertainty. It all 
kicked off, of course, with 
James Cameron's sci-fi epic 
Avatar. Audiences gazed at 
that film’s eye-popping alien 
vistas and thrilled at the 
sumptuous visual splendor 
on display. Studio executives, 
meanwhile, looked at the 
film’s eye-popping box office 
returns and thrilled at the 
idea of charging moviegoers 
higher ticket prices—on 
average about $3.50 more— 
for the premium ofa 3-D ex- 
perience. The huge success

in March of Disney’s Alice in 
Wonderland (which, unlike 
Avatar, was shot in 2-D and 
converted later) seemed to 
reinforce the claims by the 
champions of 3-D that this 
technology, once associated 
with cheesy ’50s B movies 
like Jt Came From Outer 
Space and Robot Monster, 
was going to utterly trans- 
form the movie industry. 
But just as the 3-D mania 
was reaching its peak, Clash 
of the Titans hit theaters 
and killed some of the buzz 
as swiftly as Perseus 
dropped the Kraken. 
Though the film performed 
well at the box office, its 
hastily converted 3-D was 
widely criticized for looking 
more like something out of 
a Fisher-Price View-Master 
than the phantasmagorical 
spectacle of Avatar. The 
year’s subsequent 3-D 
releases proved to be a 


mixed bag, both creatively 
and financially. For every 
How to Train Your Dragon 
or Toy Story 3 that was 
boosted by its use of 3-D, 
there was a Step Up 8D, 
Piranha 3D, or Resident Evil: 
Afterlife—not to mention 
that other Avatar, The Last 
Airbender—that left movie- 
goers feeling like 3-D was 
little more than an over- 
hyped gimmick, one hardly 
worth paying extra for 
in a time of widespread 
economic hardship. In the 
end, five out of the year’s 
10 highest-grossing movies 
were released in 3-D, while 
the other five (including 
Deathly Hallows) managed 
to do just fine without it. 
The 3-D fad of the 1950s 
fizzled out within a couple 
of years. So will the same 
thing happen to 3-D now? 
It’s hard to say. More than 
30 movies are scheduled 
to be released in 3-D in 
2011—ranging from Justin 
Bieber: Never Say Never and 
Lord of the Dance in 3D to 
the next installments of the 
Pirates of the Caribbean and 
Transformers franchises to, 
yes, the final Harry Potter 
film—even as television 
manufacturers are racing to 
bring 3-D TV into people’s 
homes. Meanwhile, the man 
who deserves much of the 
credit (or blame, depending 
on your viewpoint) for our 
current 3-D boom, James 
Cameron, has begun devel- 
oping a sequel to Avatar 
with an eye toward a 2014 
release. It'll be a tall order 
to top the game-changing 
achievement of the first 
film, but here’s a tip: You 
really want to blow people’s 
minds, Jim? Make the thing 
in 4-D. —Josh Rottenberg

Jeremy Renner’s role in 
The Town should have been 
ordinary. As written, it was 
the perfunctory “wild card” 
character: tightly wound, 
dangerous, unpredictable, 
and you’ve seen it a hundred 
times.

J.D. Salinger’s writing was so 
charming it was easy to forget 
how much pain was coursing 
through his work, even though it 
was right there staring us in the 
face. There was Seymour's sui- 
cide—a gunshot to his head while 
his bride slept across from where 
he sat. There was his Holden 
Caulfield, who was so stressed 
out that his hair went gray while 
he was still a teenager. Or the 
hero of “For Esmé—With Love 
and Squalor,” nearly shattered by 
his war experiences, saved only 
by the ineffable, almost cantan- 
kerous charm of Esmé. 

The heaviness could be over- 
looked because of Salinger’s 
wry tenderness and the rat-tat- 
tat music of his dialogue that 
made even small moments sing. 
He was so personal. And so 
famously, loudly reclusive. When 
he died, it was an odd reminder 
that he'd still been alive. Bret 
Easton Ellis tweeted, “Yeah! 
Thank God he’s finally dead!” 

At first | thought this was lurid 
grandstanding, but then it 
seemed like a relief to know 
Salinger wouldn't have to fight 
for his privacy anymore; | could 
look past that spectacle to the 
deep compassion and humor of 
a writer who made me tremble 
with pleasure, a voice | wanted 
as close as possible to my ear, as 
though it were my secret best 
friend talking to me on the phone. 
Salinger died of undisclosed 
causes in Cornish, N.H.

Because of the artistic, technological, and financial challenges 
involved, movies are not built for a speedy response to cultural 
headlines. For that, there’s the television, the Internet, and the 
tweet. What movies can do, though—if they’re willing to take the 
risk—is use the lag time as an asset to synthesize, reflect on, and 
dramatize those headlines with an authority and perspective 
unique to the medium. No film did that better this year, or with 
more enthralling results, than The Social Network. The project 
tells a version of the creation of Facebook, the globe-changing 
online social media site that continues to expand even this minute. 
But with Aaron Sorkin spinning the words, the zippy-smart 
story encompasses a sharp meditation on the intersection of 
intellectual genius, business ruthlessness, male geekdom, and the 
sexual insecurities that drive everyone to do everything. With 
Jesse Hisenberg in the starring role in a performance class all 
his own, the movie imagines a riveting version of Facebook 
founder Mark Zuckerberg, who represents a phenomenally pow- 
erful new breed of young entrepreneurs. And with David Fincher 
in full control of his visually potent cinematic talents, The Social 
Network is the rare movie whose form exactly matches and, 
indeed, deepens its content.

It’s been so long since we saw a movie that’s a 
zingingly scripted, boldly acted, intricately 
executed thriller for the brain and a brilliant 
topical riff on what’s really happening in 
America (not just the politics but the cultural circuits) that it’s 
tempting to celebrate David Fincher’s Internet docudrama 
simply for proving that a film about things that matter could 
be this nimble and exhilarating. Yet the sleight-of-hand power 
of The Social Network is that the more you watch it and think 
about it, the more you touch the kernel of haunting humanity 
nestled inside its digital-era verbal fireworks. Jesse Eisenberg, 
in the finest performance by an actor this year, plays Mark 
Zuckerberg as a magnetic jerk-hero who invents Facebook not 
just because he feels like an outsider but because he has an idea 

to rewire who we are. Eisenberg speaks Aaron Sorkin’s genius- 
on-every-level dialogue with a speed-of-thought blunt sincerity 
that has you hanging on every rudely intoxicating word. In the 
twin lawsuits that frame it, the film sees Zuckerberg as pitiless 
but, in his misanthropic grand-scheme way, justified. Yet he is 
left, in the end, alone, and that’s hooked to The Social Network's 
most teasing perception: that a world that turns “friends” into 

a system may drive us as far apart as it draws us together. 
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2.The Kids Are 

All Right 

(R) The most sparkly and 
moving American family 
comedy in years. As 
co-written and directed by 
Lisa Cholodenko, though, it 
has a sophistication and 
ease, a relaxed cosmopolitan 
flavor of everyday life as an 
intimate adventure, that 
makes it feel casually 
European. (It’s like the 
greatest lesbian-parentage 
neorealist sex comedy 
Louis Malle never made.) 
As the devoted, control- 
freak, borderline-alcoholic 
mom who feels that life is 
slipping away from her, 
Annette Bening acts with a 
radiant, desperate defiance.

Another Year

Days after I’d 
seen The Town, I found 
myself flashing back to the 
hypnotic power of certain 
sequences: the zigzaggy 
car chase in which a gang 
of bank robbers disguise 


themselves as rubber-faced 
nuns (an image that would 
be funny if their manic 
automotive escape weren’t 
so heart-in-the-throat 
thrilling); a Fenway Park 
heist just audacious enough 
to believe. As a director, 
Ben Affleck demonstrates 
a sizzling camera eye that’s 
always wired to his story- 
telling brain. And through 
the stellar acting of Jeremy 
Renner, Pete Postlethwaite, 
and Affleck himself, the 
filmmaker digs deep into 
that parochial, swaggery 
Boston...thing, catching the 
poignant bravado of crooks 
who rule the local roost but 
are always secretly hoping 
to escape from it. 


Ajami 
(NOT RATED) Emotionally 
mesmerizing. Set in the 
multiethnic city of Jaffa, 
this galvanizing tragedy is 
like an Israeli Amores Perros 
crossed with City of God. 
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The film’s codirectors, 
Scandar Copti (Palestinian) 
and Yaron Shani (Jewish 
Israeli), look at the Middle 
East powder keg from 
both sides of the divide, 
weaving a time-fractured 
story of drug dealing, 
romance, and dire economic 
peril. As a shockingly 


unjust revenge murder sets 
off a cycle of fear, we feel 
how the violence of life in 
Israel has embedded itself 
in every interaction, even 
for those on the same side.

(R) To make a drama 
about a man stranded ona 
desert island is a challenge. 
To make a drama about 
aman wedged between a 
pair of vertical rock faces, 
underground, his arm 
trapped by a boulder, 
would seem to be an im- 
possible challenge. But the 
wizardly director Danny 
Boyle, in his most resonant 
and accomplished work 
since Trainspotting, turns 
the story of Aron Ralston, 
a weekend hiker who was 
equal parts loner, dare- 
devil, and flake, into a 
crackerjack movie.

THE IMMORTAL LIFE 
OF HENRIETTA LACKS 


REBECCA SKLOOT 


In 1951, shortly before a virulent, fast-moving cancer killed 
her, Henrietta Lacks’ doctors in the “colored” ward at Johns 
Hopkins sliced a tissue sample from her cervix and sent it to 
the lab. But instead of dying off, as most human cells did back 
then, Lacks’ cells not only lived but flourished, sometimes 
consuming entire petri dishes. In fact, over the ensuing 
decades, scientists have harvested some 50 million metric tons 
of the robust HeLa cells. They’ve been used in 60,000 scientific 
studies, ranging from gene mapping to in vitro fertilization, 
and have played a role in developing the polio vaccine, leukemia 
treatments, and countless chemotherapies. HeLa cells have 
even made the trek to outer space. « And yet, while scientists 
and drug companies have long profited from Lacks’ cells, 

her children grew up hungry—and, in a cruel irony given their 
mother’s legacy, unable to afford health insurance. It took 
science journalist Rebecca Skloot years to win their trust, and 
even longer to piece together the tale, combing through hospi- 
tal records, medical journals, letters, and the like. The result 
is, quite simply, a tour de force. Through Lacks, the story of 
modern medicine and bioethics—and, indeed, race relations— 
is refracted beautifully, and movingly. —Tina Jordan

Discussions of Red Dead Redemption’s all-around greatness usually 
begin with its open world, as deep and expansive and filled with 
opportunity, adventure, and danger as the Old West itself. At 
almost any point in this sprawling saga, you can lose yourself 
within it, spatially and morally—in frontier towns, where there’s 
always a poker game to be had, or in the hills, where there’s 
coyote to hunt. But the game is as prickly as a Southwestern 
cactus. There’s a sequence where you gallop into meticulously 
rendered countryside with local lawmen, and as you work to 
wrangle your horse, the conversation turns to manifest destiny, 
Indian genocide, and other bits of How the West Was Really Won 
history; it’s a small moment, but indicative of Red Dead’s richness 
and provocative ambition. What dazzles me most is its “hero,” 
John Marston, a rogue-turned-family-man rancher who never 
earned his cleaner life with proper atonement. The bill comes 
due when he’s blackmailed by the government to chase down 
his former outlaw companions. Every mission draws you deeper 
into Marston’s internal world, ultimately leading you to a final 
act that’s extraordinary first for its poignant quiet, then for its 
devastating emotional wallop. Like the po-mo Westerns of Clint 
Eastwood and Cormac McCarthy, Red Dead Redemption brings 
the myth of the American West to life just to deconstruct it, 
and does the same for the whole concept of redemption itself.
